REVENGES THEFT OF WIFE. 


Three Days by “Terrible Terry” 
Kills Notorious Bandit.

was a great deal of bitterness on both 
sides, and out of that bitierness grew 
the labor union party in San Francisco. 
Spontaneously, out of vielence, and out 
of passion, it came forth, and Ruef, 
who was expe ced in politics, se- 
etred control of it through Eugene E. 
Schmitz, who was nominated for 
Mayor. Now, the laboring classes were 
not inclined to go into politics|' as a 
political body, buj their passions had 
led them in; they wanted to get even: 
they acted in the same spirit that The 
Times acts when it abuses everybody 
who has any connection with this 
prosecution. That is throwing rick- 
bats: that is using violence; that is 
anarchy. Now, these labor unions, the 
men largely full of bitterness and ha- 
tred growl out of that strike where 
so much violence took place, they went 
into these political movements, and 
they elected Schmitz, and then they 
learned to know their power politically.

Though Crow Was arrésied on a 
warrant issued by Coroner Lanterman, 
the facts in the case brought out at 
the Coroner’s investigation says Fiem- 
ing will not wafrant holging the man.

“he basis on: which the motion to 
dismies will be. argued is that when 
Crowley was sworn at the Coroner's 
investigation, he was not given the 
protection prov by the law. He 
was not notified, according to Flem- 
ing’s argument, that he was not re- 
quired to give any testimony before 
the jury, and that anything he might 
say might be used against him in the 
event of his being held criminally re- 
sponsible for | death of Arthur E. 
‘Jacobson. 

Crowley was rman onan Elev- 
enth-street car g@nd ran down a buggy 


in which Arthu¢ BH. Jacobson and his 


father were driving. The car struck 
the buggy as approached the in- 
tersection of Ek venth and Alvarado 
streets. The riz Was smashed and 
the younger Jadcpbson was fatally ih- 
jured, while the father was seriously 
hurt. Crowley: Was arrested. 

An investigation by Coroner Lan- 
terman followed’.the accident, and on 
June 21 a jury -was empaneled and 
Crowley was sworn and gave testi- 
mony. As a regult of his testimony 
the Coroner caypod a Warant to be 
issued. 

STORY. OF ACCIDENT. 

From the story told by Crowley to 
the Coroner's jury it would indicate 
that his car was traveling at about 
twelve miles an Hour at the time of the 
accident: that he rang his bell pone 
from. twenty-five to thirty feet 
the crossing, and that he could not mob 
his car, going at that rate, in less than 
seventy-five feet. Crowley also swore 
ithat Jacobson and his father were 
driving across the street on a trot, 
and that their life of advance was in 
a southerly direction on Alvarado 
street across Eleventh. | 

The report goes on to state that 
Louis Jacobson, 4 brother of the. dead 
man, testified as to the age of Arthur 
and other facts declared to be imma- 
terial. He was later recalled, accord- 
ing to the report, and was asked about 
the condition of the injured man. He 
testifieqg that his collarbone was 
broken. Then came the question: 

“Is he in a condition whereby I ean 
get a deposition?” 

The answer wag: “Yes, sir, but the 
man will be atright. He will Nl 
through. He is ‘in a very nervous 


condition. If there is such a thing 
poasible, I ears like to have that 
put off.”

SCORES CORONER. 

Then Fleming, Scoring the Coroner 
and his methods, says: 
“The defendant is entitled to his dis- 
charge from the Coroner's warrant by 
reason of the fact that the Coroner’s 
warrant is witho@t authority of law, 
there being nothifg in the verdict of 
the Coroner's jury authorizing or» di- 
recting the Coroner under the law to 
issue such a wafrant. Only a few 
months ago the District Attorney ad- 
vised the Coroner dn writing, that, un- 
der Section 1517, it was his duty to 
inform the jury that in the event the 
death of the person was occasioned by 
the act of anothet® by criminal means 
tnat the finding should be incorporat 
in the verdict, otherwise the Coroner 
would have no adgthority to issue his 
warrant for the defendant's arrest in 
the event that he was not in custody. 

“The verdict in’ the case under re- 
view, after stating that his death was 


caused by being Struck by a car, re- 
cited the “We hereby find 
the motorman, F. A. Crowley, respon- 


sible for suid actident by exceeding 
“said speed limit.’ Section 1517 requires 
that the Coroner’s-jury should contain 
a finding in order to authorize a Coro- 
ner to issue his warrant, if the defend- 
ant is not in custody, that the death

iF ITS FRANCHISE is 
OF REAL VALUE. 


Board Equalization Con- 
fronted With Co-operative Problem. 
Supervisor Contends Company Is 
Not Wholly Mutual One, but Sells. 
District Attorney’s Opinion Awaited 
With Interest. 


Is the franchise of a mutual or ¢o- 
operative water company a thing of 
actual value and assessable for county 
taxes? 

This is & question raised before the 
Board of Equalization, and the answer 
will, be of interest t@ the many water 
companies of Los Angeles county. The 
District Attorney is to give the board 
an opinion on various phases of the 
matter. 

The question was brought up ov the 
California Domestic Water Company, 


a | which operates in the East Whittier 


district, and a part of Orange county, 
In fact, two-fifths of its plant is in 
Orange, county, and the plea is made 
that, th® Assessor of that county does 
assess the water company’s fran- 
chisé, while in Los Angeles county it 
is assessed at a valuation of $14,7 
W. N. Rose appeared before the 
board yesterday, as attorney for the 
California Domestic Water Company, 
and ‘asked that. the assessment of the 


ae franchise be reduced to $100. .This 


caused a long discussion in which As- 
sessor Wafd took the position that 
the franchise was assessable on the 
same basis as any other corporation 
franchise, and that !f Orange county 
did not asséssit, that was simply Or- 
county's loss. 

The company has a bonded indebt- 
edness of $240,000, and $400,000 has been 
paid into its coffers. Ward claims to 
have judged of the value of the fran- 
chise ‘by thé market value of the stock 
and the getieral business of the com- 
pany, based on its own reports. 
Attorney Rose claims that as the 
company is a mutual organization and 
not making money out of its water 
anies, it hag no geod willl, which he 
contends is: ‘really the basis of value 
in a ‘franchise, and should not come 
under the lass of franchises subject 
to taxation. 

The same question was before the 
Board of Equalization last year, and 
the afsesement of the Whittier com- 
pany iwas reduced 15 per cent. But
